MOSCOW, ()-—-The death of 
Andrei A, Zhdanov removed 
one of the most powerful for- 
ces in international Commun- 
ism. 

Indications are that close to 
1,000,000 will see the Comin- 
form lieader’s bier before the 
body is interred in the Krem- 
lin wail tomorrow night. 

Zhdanov, known to. Russians 
as “the closest as ate of 
the Great Stalin,” died yester- 
day at 52—after a serious ill- 
ness, the Communist party’s 
bulletin said. There had been 
no inkling of this in the Sov- 
iet press. Five surgeons an- 
nounced he had heart trouble 
and ‘ardening of the arteries. 

(Zhdanov was regarded as a 
leading candidate eventually to 
succeed Stalin, but Moscow 
correspondents apparently were 
unable to speculate today on 
what the death meant in this 
connection. Stalin's health is 
a forbidden topic in Russia. He 
is 68.)
